INFORMAL DISCUSSION OF SPECIAL ARTICLES AND BUDGET 


TOWN OF SHARON 
FINANCE COMMITTEE INTRODUCTION 


Each year Sharon residents have the opportunity - and the civic responsibility - to determine the 
course of town government. Sharon’s annual open Town Meeting is a forum where all registered 
voters may hear the opinions and concerns of their neighbors, ask questions, debate issues, and 
vote on the Town’s budgets, appropriations, articles and by-laws. 


Some of the articles in the Annual Warrant are routine, but many have far-reaching financial, 
operational or quality-of-life impacts. Please read the warrant articles carefully. 


Among the significant issues to be decided this year are: 


* a proposed Town budget of over $38 million, of which $19.6 million is for the Sharon School 
system (excluding insurance costs); 


* capital expenditures in excess of $2.5 million, including 
$650,000 to construct a library/media center at either Cottage or Heights School, 
$152,800 for High School improvements that are eligible for 60% state reimbursement, 
$255,012 for improvements and equipment at Cottage, East, Heights and Middle Schools, 
$107,000 for special needs student vans, 
$25,000 for a feasibility study to expand the Middle School, 
$178,000 for Public Works equipment replacement and garage roof repairs, 
$825,000 for street and sidewalk repairs and improvements, 
$130,000 for Police Department equipment and station renovations, 
$61,300 for Fire Department equipment, 
$71,500 for Library Department equipment and renovations, 
$50,000 for Recreation Department improvements and equipment, and 
$30,000 for equipment for the Selectmen’s and Assessors’ offices; 


* an article to regulate noise between the hours of 9:00 p.m. and 6:30 a.m.; 


* a proposal to swap land with the Massapoag Sportsmen’s Club, enabling the Conservation 
Commission to consolidate its conservation holdings; 


* an article to rezone the Sharon Town Office building to “Business District A;” and 


* an article to rezone the train station parking lot and adjacent land to allow parking “as a matter 
of right” and not subject to a special permit. 


The Finance Committee’s responsibility is to review and discuss all warrant articles and 
recommend action at Town Meeting. This warrant includes the Finance Committee’s 
recommendations for all articles presented to us in time for consideration. However, as the 
warrant closed, agreement had not been reached among the School, Capital Outlay and Finance 
Committees on the best way to resolve the need at both Cottage and East Elementary Schools for 
a library/media center/computer lab. We are committed to work toward resolving the outstanding 
issues in time for a Town Meeting recommendation. 


We encourage you to attend the Open Warrant Meeting on Wednesday, April 28 to ask 
questions and gain additional information about all of the articles. Then join your fellow citizens 
at the Annual Town Meeting on Monday, May 10 to listen, debate, and vote.
